HOW TO GET MORE SUNLIGHT. 
—_—_————— 

Englishman Wants Clock Hands 

Pushed Forward in Summer. 

: (London ‘or. New York Sun.) 

_An interesting discussion has arisen in the 
English :ess French press as to how a man 
ean make imore use than now of the avail- 
able hours of daylight. William Willett has 
just published a pamphlet on the subject. He 
writes: 

“For nearly half a year the sun shines for 
several hours each day while we are asleep, 
and is rapidly nearing the horizon when we 
reach home after the work of the day Is over. 
Under the most favorable circumstances there 
then remains only a brief spell of declining 
daylight in which to spend the short leisure 
at our disposal. 

‘Now if some of the hours of wasted sun- 
light could be withdrawn from the beginning 
and added to the end of the day how many 
advantages would be gained by all, and par- 
ticularly by those who spend in the open air, 
when the light permita them to do so, what- 
ever time they have after the duties of the 
day have been discharged. 

‘By a simple expedient these advantages can 
be secured. We can have eighty minutes 
more daylight after 6 p. m. every day during 
May, June, July and August, and an average 
of forty-five minutes more every day during 
April and September. The expedient which I 
propose is that at 8 a. m. on each of the four 
Sunday mornings in April the standard time 
shall advance twenty minutes, and on each of 
the four Sundays in September shall recede 
twenty minutes 

“aGother means of arriving approximately 
at the same end would be to alter the clock 
thirty minutes on six Sundays, the last three 
in April and the first three In September. We 
lose nothing and gain most substantially. 
Having made up our mindstto be satisfied on 
four occasions with a Sunday of twenty-three 
hours and forty minutes long, or twenty- 
three hours and thirty minutes long on 
occasions, the advantages alm@d at will fol- 
low automatically without any trouble pwhat- 
ever. Everything will go on just as it does 
now, except that as the later hours of the 
day come afound they will bring more light 
with them.” 

Mr. Whillet calculates that on an average 
210 hours of daylight are wasted every year 
by every person. The expense of the artificial 
light used in this time will be saved hodily. 
A man who left work at 5 p. m. would have 
as much daylight before him as a man who 
leaves now at 8:40 o'clock. Saturdays if he 
left at 18 o'clock it would be equal to stop- 
ping under present conditions at 10:40 a. m.

Louieville, Ky., August 2Z7.--ffon. Paul | Chicago, August 2!.—James Donovan. 


C. Barth, for a year and a half maycr 
of Louisville, and ousted recently by 
the decision of the court of appeals, shot 
and killed himself today. 

Mr. Barth ended his life in his private 
office at the headquarters of the Ufica 
Idme Company, of which he was general 
manager. The shot was heard by his 
business associates, who rushed into the 
room to find Mr. Barth unconscious on 
the floor with a bullet hole in his head. 
He never recovered consciousness and 
died about |! o'clock. 

Mr. Barth was a man of means. He 
was president of the board of aldermen 
for several years. It was Mr. Barth who 
welcomed President Roosevelt when he 
made his southwestern tour two years 
ago. The cause of the suicide is un- 
known. 

Since the ousting of Mr. Barth's ad- 
ministration by mandate of the court 
of appeals two months ago, the action 
of officials during his term have 
been subjected to severe gserutiny by the 
officials who came in with Mayor Bing- 
ham, appointed Governor Beckham. 
Nothing was found that reflected any 
discredit on Mr. Barth personally, but 
the methods of conducting some of the 
city institutions have been under fire 
both in official reports and in the press. 

Mr. Barth was very sensitive to criti- 
cism and his friends at times remarked 
that the condition of affairs seemed to 
gall him. However, he gave no evidence 
that he was in any danger of breaking 
down physically or mentally and since 
the ouster had heen conducting his busi- 
ness affairs as he had before he assumed 
office. 

He was not only. manager of the Utica 
TéAme Company, but had a large interest 
in the Ohio River Sand and Gravel Com- 
pany, of which he was the active head. 
Mr. Barth was 43 vears old and happily 
married with a family of three children.

City Attorney Barton, of Big Kapids 
and other witnesses said the condition 
of the ground, the coffin, tne sketeton, 
and even the remnants of 
proved that the grave had not been 
opened since it was made. 

This stage of Donovan's warfare over 
the Baker estate—and it is hoped by 
relatives, q final one—was the climax 
of one of the most unysual series of 
acts ever accredited to an able busi- 
ness man. He and Baker had been part- 
ners in the lumber business at Big Rap- 
irs several years before the latter's 
death. Shortly before that occurrence 
Several ventures in which Senator 
Platt’'s name figured had gone to the 
wall. 

Donovan contended that. Baker’s Op- 
ponents had induced him to flee to 
England under an assumed name, while 
they forwarded to his house a _ false 
corpse, The injury resulting to him, he 
claimed, came from the entanglement 
of his affairs with those of the dead 
man, which never were straightened 
out. One feature was the ownership of 
$3,000 acres of Wisconsin timber land 
from which Donovan asserted $3,000,006 
worth of lumber had been cut without 
as accounting to him. 

He Sues Platt. 

Among many suits he began in the 
Chicago courts was one demancing tha: 
amount from Senator Platt. Repeated 
attempts to have this settled question. 
but almost without exception the courts 
rejected the case. 

Another effort made by Donovan was 
to get Baker's divorced wife and his 
only child, Mrs. H. H. Wykom, of Grand 
Rapids, to cooperate with him in the 
struggle for the estate. For a time both 
assisted him, but later Mrs. Wykom 
refused to recognize his labors and it 
was only after a great hue and cry had 
been rafse@ by Donovan that she cor.- 
sented, for the purpose of securing 
peace, to the exhumation of her father's 
remains.

NAVAL GUNS FOR COAST DEFENSE 


New Feature in the Plans of the 
Joint Board. 
Washington, D. C., August 20.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Naval guns for coast defense are 
a new feature in the plans of the joint 
defense board which has been brought 
to make use of these guns by the fact 
that there are not available at present 
at the places where they are needed a 
sufficient number of high power guns 
of the coast defense type to carry out 
the plans of the board and of the for- 
tifications board as well, for the com- 
pletion of the coast defense scheme in 
the United States and insular posses- 

sions. 

As the army ordinance bureau is not 
able to supply the guns owing to lack of 
time and appropriation, it has fallen 
upon the navy to undertake the coast 
defense at Olongapo in the Philippines 
and the Guantanamo naval station in 
Cuba, both important points. A naval 
gun and mount are not i »particularly 
well adapted for use in fortifications 
but the naval officers with their use- 
ful resources have contrived to mount 
the guns of this type so as to make 
them effective weapons of defense, at 
least until they can be replaced by high- 
ly developed disappearing guns.

France Will Send Reinforcements, 
and Will Probably Send an 
Army to Fezsz—Arabs Rallying 

to Support of Sultan’s 
Brother. 


asa Blanca, August 2!.—The arrival) 
today before this town of three new 
columns of warring tribesmen who 
have joined the army of the fanatics 
beseiging Casa BPilanca has rendered 
more serious the problem undertaken 
by France and Spain to restore order. 
The new arrivals constitute an impos- 
ing opposition to the French force, now 
wearied with their vigil. The soldiers 
are convinced that their present de- 
fensive's strength is inadequate. 
General Drude has had a conterence 
with Vice Admiral Philibert, who tele- 
graphed to Paris the belief of the gen- 
eral that reinforcements are absolutely 
necessary for the protection of the 
town. Whenever the men on board the 
cruiser sight groups of Arabs thes, open 
on them with shell fire and durisg; all 
last night there was a constant rattle 
of rifle firimg and fromthe @¥french 
sharp shooters directed agai Arabs 
who were trying to steal in toward ie 
town under cover of darkness. 


Tangier, August 2!1.—A sensationa] ‘n- 
cident occurred during ‘the celebration 
of noonday prayers at the grand mosque 
of Idid, at Fez. A sojdier suddenly 
shouted, ‘May Allah render our master, 
Moulay Mohammed, victorious.” 

Mohammed is the suitan’s brother and 
as the. public proclamation of a new gul- 
tan in a mosque while the sultan is liv- 
ing is traditionally the signal for a rev- 
olution, the faithful, who were at pray- 
ers, fled in a fright into the streets cre- 
ating general panic. 

Letters received confirm the report of 
the proclamation of the sultan’s brother 
as sultan of Morocco, and adds that it 
has caused great excitement. Two pow- 
egful southern caids, Goundafi and 
Glaoui, are marching to hig support. 

The sultan’s troops are reported to 
have again defeated a great force of 
the Kans tribesmen in whose territory 
Caid Sir Harry MacLean has been held 
captive. Six hundred Moors were killed 
and several of the villages were bruned. 

Situation More Serious. 

Paris, August 2!.—The 7 sane situ- 
ation is regarded here as having assumed 
a distinctly more serious aspect. The fer- 
ment in the interior of Morocco, tne 
proclamation of the sultan’s brother as 
sultan by a section of the rebels and 
the appearance of a new Moorish army i 
before Casa Blanca have created the fear 
that the whole country will soon be!

Leaders of Movement Say That 
SMrass Bands and Preaching No 
Lonmger Move New York, 
Jumping Is the 


New York, August. . -Broadway, and 
particularly that part of it lying be- 
tween Times Square and Thirty-third 
street, is to be the scene of another re- 
ligious crusade. The failure of Dowle’s 
mission here does not seem to have de- 
terred the Holy Jumpers, who live on 
a farm near Weston, N. J. A hundred 
members of the Pentecostal Union, 6r 
“Holy Jumpers,’ whose headquarters 


are in.Denver, are at present working 
the farm. After the crops are in, which 
will be in about a month, sixty of the 
Jumpers, men and women, are coming to 
New York. 

“You can’t do much with preaching,” 
they say. “Even a band won't impress 


Broadway, but dancing will.” 

So their principal means of attracting 
hearers will be the dancing, or “Holy 
Jumping.” In costumes consisting for 
the men of helmets and bloomers, and 
for the women of flannel dresses and 
helmets, the Jumpers will gather in 
Times Square. After, the crowd has 
gathered the fervor for jumping will 
seize upon the Armada. 

A Jamping Service. 

One member, who is suddenly taken 
with the desire, waltzes about the cir- 
cle of helmeted Jumpers. Another lays 
hold of his shoulder and the two waltz. 
After a time the step changes to a sort 
of primitive two-step. The frenzy 
spreads to the other members, who 
dance two by two, the men with the 
mé@en and th ewomen with the women. 
At the end of the waltz-two-step the 
couples separate, bowing each one to 
his »eartner. 

Then, having got to the frenzy state, 
each members feels competent to go i 
alone for a time. A series of whisiing 
dervish effects follow, each member 
having his own orbit. 

If this does not make Broadway stop 
long enough to hear what the preachers 
of the outfit have to say, the Holy 
Jumpers say they have other cards up 
their sleeves. But they do not expect to 
be obliged to play them. 

The Jampers are said to be highly 
moral in their views of things. No di- 
vorced person or one who has been gos- 
siped about is welcome to the bobbing 
circle. The marriage relation is heid 
sacred with them. A number of the 
Jersey Jumpers are married and have 
children who are being trained in the 
school erected recently on the western 
farm.

Delaware Warden Says He 
Can No Longer Stand 
for It. 


Wilmington, Del., August 2!1.—His 
every word voicing disapproval! of the 
whipping-post as a means of reforming 
criminals, Asmond 8. Meserve, late chief 
warden at the New Castle county work- 
house, declared that he can no longer 
Stand as an agent in carrying out this 
form of corporal punishment. In short, 
the Delaware whipping-post has ‘ofced 
from the management of the workhouse 
one of the most efficient prison officials 
in this section of the country. Coming in 
the wake of a craze of almost general 
condemnation of the whipping-post in 


-this state, the statement of Meserve is 


likely to crystallize into a local senti- 
ment that will result in its abolishment, 

“I eannot longer stand for the Dela- 
ware whipping-post,” said Meserve. “I 
have made a very careful and unbiased 
study of the effect of the whipping-post, 
on men of this class, and have come to 
the conclusion, beyond a doubt, that !t 
is all bad. I cannot recall a single case 
in which it was not bad. It brings out 
in a man all that is revengeful and 
hurtful, and he arrays himself against 
law, order and society.”’ 

The whipping-post has been a Delae@ 
ware institution for more than a cen, 
tury. In its early days it. no doubt, was 
a corrective agency, and is so consid-< 
ered by many persons today. There has 
developed a widespread sentiment 
against it in these modern times, how- 
ever, and at a recent session of the Dele 
aware legislature the wisdom of abolisn- 
ing it was fully discussed, but the leg- 
islature failed to abolish it. although 
the pillory, which was just as old as 
the whipping-post, and far less cruély 
was abolished.

The Go@ernor ‘Has Answered. 


Several newspapers are making} 


much ado over a recent dispatch 
from Washington in which it is stat- 
ed. thet while the governors of twen- 
ty-two states have answered certain 
questions officially asked them by the 
Bureau of Immigration, no reply has 
vet been received from Governor 
Smith of Georgia. 

For instance, the Savannah Morning 
News recently directed prominent at- 
tention to the following: 

Washington, August !7.—The govern- 


ors of twenty-two states have anaw¢red 


the questions on immigration sent out 
by the bureau of immigration, but the 
governor of Georgia is not among them. 
The immigration bureau is carrying out 
the provision of an ,act of congress 
passeg at the last session for collecting 
information in all the states, and more 
than agmonth ago sent out a list of 
questions for all the governors to an- 
swer. The governor of Georgia has 
been too much occupied with affairs at 
home, no doubt, to answer these ques- 
tions. Such questions as the following 
were asked: 

Where is the demand for workmen 
most urgent? 

What class of labor is needed? 

Under the second question the bureau 
asked where mechanics are needed aud 
in what class of trade; are single men 
or heads of families preferred ang the 
number of each required; what wages 
are paid for the several classes of em- 
And then the bureau wants 
to know if there have been any strikes 
among laboring men; and, if so, they 
wish to know the exact cause. Are set- 
tlers on jJand needed? In this connec- 
tion the bureau asked for the number 
of settlers needed, the price of land, 
and the amount available, and a num. 
ber of other questions connected with 
the settling of land. * 

It is noted in the foregoing that 
Governor Smith has been busily oc- 
cupied with the recently adjourned 
session of the legislature, the work in 
connection with which he has not yet 
completed. 

But aside from that, the governor 
has already answered these questions, 
in so far as the people of Georgia 
may be interested in the information, 
in his formal statemant given out 
shortly after his return from Burope 
and just preceding his inauguration. 
It may be the Washington bureau 
wants the information direct and in 
more official shape, but there is no 
reason for the News or any other 
paper in the state to complain that 
ris replies, so far as they and the 
reople of Georgia are concerned, have 
not been forthcoming. 

Here are some extracts from the 
interview by Governor Smith referred 
to, which give abundant answer to 
the queries contained in the Washing- 
ton dispatch: 


The lack of sufficient jabor force to de- 
velop the resources of the state ts cal- 
culated to leave the resources dormant, 
and the laboring people, as well as the 
state in its entirety. must then suffer.

Editor Constitution: Atlanta is second to no 
city In the good work the people are doing 
for the unfortunate. Our Grady hospital and 
numerous private sanata@ums take care of 
the sick, while the Hebrew, Methodist and 
Baptist orphans’ honses provide for the 
fatherless; our Home for the Friendless and 
Sheltering Arms are doing a splendid work 
and the noble Associated Charities appears 
to cover the field completely. 

All of this good is a contract when we con- 
sider how little is being done for the boys— 
commonly known as the ‘‘street Arab.’’ Our 
police reports show that about 800 of these 
youngsters under 15 (white boys) are arrested 
annually. Certainly this would indicate that 
there are another 500 who escape arrest. Why 
not a boys’ club for these 1,000 fellows? All 
they need is a chance. 

I have, in connection with some’ friends, 
been investigating boys’.club work in other 
cities. I find that in Lynn, Mass., a city 
smaller than Atlanta, a boys’ club was or- 
ganized about three years ago with fifty 
members, Today the ciub is one of the insti- 
tutions of the city,’ having a membership of 
more than 1,000. These boys are taught to 
be good citizens... This is the main object of 
boys’ club work, although in doing this the 
boys’ club offers opportunity for every cit!- 
ben in this city to do good. 

I believe the time is ripe for the organiza- 
tion of a boys’ club in Atlanta. I do not be- 
eve our people will see 1,000 boys neglected 
and allowed to grow up on the streets when 
we can help them. I hope and beleve the 
“Atlanta spirit'’ will take hold of this move- 
ment at once.

Unjust and Unequal Taxation. 

Editor Canstitution: Your editorial on 
‘‘Where Reform is Needed,’” together with 
ex-Congressman Moses’ letter, that inspired 
it, will be read with much interest by every 
honest taxpayer and every ‘‘true reformer’’ 
in this state. It is greatly to be regretted 
that both the letter and your editorial were 
not published some weeks since, while our 
‘reform legislature’’ was in session. 

The cotton crop alone of Meriwether county 
sold for about one and a half million dollars 
in 1906, and by an analysis of Mr. Moses’ 
figures she raised this crop on land she values 
eet about $800,000 on her digest. About 170 
per cent gross income. 

The income of railroads, trust corporations, 
national banks, etc., sink into utter insignifi- 
cance beside it. The lands of Egypt, that 
rent for from §85 to $100 per acre, don’t begin 
to compare with it. And yet the state raised 
only about §4,000 in taxes from these magnifi- 
cent plantations in the year 1906. Meriwether 
county ought to be taken as a text upon 
which to preach a ‘“‘reform sermon.’’ 

Pays $14,000 to state in tax of all kinds, 
receives from the state $22,000 for schools 
alone, at, least $10,000 more for pensions, 
equal in all to $82,000, and gets a net bonus 
every year of $18,000 from the state treas- 
ury over and above the amount she pays in. 

When we understand that there are in this 
state 126 counties of this kind, and that the 
other twenty counties in the ‘‘commonwealth’’ 
not only have to bear all the burdens of the 
state government, but are also loaded down 
with paying a bonus to each one of these 
counties, just to have their association in 
government, it would look like we did need 
a ‘‘réform’’ legislature. 

We have condemned the republican party 
for robbing us by an iniquitous tariff and a 
dishonest pension list. Are the taxpayers of 
these twenty counties who bear all the bur- 
dens of taxation to be plundered in a meaner 
and more dishonest way by our own people?

Governor Smith has received requests

Veto the “locker tax bill.’’ The writers | 
are evidently under the impression that | 
the general assembly passed a bill which 
authorized by license the existence of | 
clubs with lockers in which intoxicants 
may be kept, which is not the case, 

There is no locker tax bill, but when 
it was realized that the state prohibi‘ion 
bill probably did not prohibit the keep- 
ing of liquors in lockers at clubs, it was 
decided as long as there was a likelihood 
of the existence of such institutions, to 
put a tax of $500 upon them. This was 
done in the general tax act which pro- 
vides for raising revenue for the govern- 
ment and which could not be vetoed 
without calling an extra session. Even 
tf this bill should be vetoed, it would 
hot accomplish the object desired, be- 
cause the existence of lockers in clubs, 
for the purpose of keeping intoxicants, 
depends wholly on what construction is 
put upon the state prohibition bill. 

It is still an open question, or at least 
80 considered by many, whether under 
the terms of the bill, clubs may estab- 
lish such a locker system. If the Dill 
tig it there {9 an end of it, and the 
fcense cannot authorize it. If the Dill 
floes not prohibit it, provision was made 
for the tax in order that the system may 
be suppressed in so far as is possible.

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MARBURY SEES NEW COMET 


All Atlantans Can Do Likewise 
Who Will Rise at 
Three a. m. 


Those lovers of astronomy who dote 
on new discoveries in the heavens have 
a treat in store for them now every 
morning, when it is not cloudy, at about 
3:30 o'clock. At this time the new 
comet, which has been estimated at 
being about 54,000,000 miles away from 
the earth, is seen tearing madly across 
the eastern horizon at the rate of ap- 
proximately 700 miles a second. 

This astronomica] phenomenon was 
plainly giscernable Wednesday morning 
at the hour mentioned and was seen 
with the naked eye, by Weather Fore- 
caster Marbury. 

“It was a clear and distinct as you 
could wish,’’ said the weather man, in 
discussing the comet. “I set my alarm 
clock for that hour and thought it would 
be most discernable then. 

“The comet is seen in the east, about 
25 degrees above the horizon and its 
tail flying far behind indicates that it 
is passing along at an angle of about 
45 from the earth. It was recently dis- 
covered by a Harvard professor and has 
been discernible for some time. It is 
moving rapidly through space, but the

“The examination of each individual 
child and a certificate from an author- 
ized examiner must govern the admit- 
tance of a child to the school. In this 
way defective eyes, deafness, throat and 
head diseases of all kinds are discovered 
and their seriousness impressed upon 
perents. In cases where the child’s con- 
dition may be such that his or her ad- 
mittance to a school would endanger the 
health of other children, report is *made 
accordingly. In those cases where the 
impoverished condition of parents render 
it impossible for them to give the prop- 
er care and treatment to the child, some 
branch of the Associated Charities inves- 
tigate the case and through the differ- 
ent philanthropic institution something 
fe done.

They not 
only actually nurse the little sufferers 
in these homes, but instruct parents as 
to their care. 

On certain days in the Rockefeller *hos- 
pital nstructions are given the poor as 
to the proper care of children; what pre- 
wautions to’take against contagion and 
infection. 

In a gnodel kitchen dietary lessons are 
given them, and Mrs. Woodruff describes 
the hospital as an ideal of its kind. 

Manicipal Research. 

The bureau of municipal research, or- 
ganized by Dr. Allen, under the auspices 
of the Gociety for the Amelioration of 
the Poor, is described by Mrs. Woodruff 
@s one of the most practical departments 
yet instituted by the organization. As 
the name implies, the bureau covers in 
investigation, every phase of municipal 
life, the laws governing these phases and 
comparative conditions m other commu- 
nities and countries. 

Mrs. Woodruff’s report of her investi- 
gations were most interesting and will 
doubtless prove most inspirational when 
brought before the social service section 
of the club.

DISTANCE OF THE STARS. 


Those That Are Brightest Not Near- 
est the Earth. 
(From The Literary Digest.) 

Astronomers formerly held that the bright- 
est stars are invariably the nearest to the 
earth. This may no longer be stated as @ 
general rule. In an article in Knowledge 
and Scientific News, J. E. Gore calls our 
attention to the fact that it is negatived by 
recent measurements. He writes: 

“It is true that the nearest star to the 
earth, Alph Centauri, is one of the brightest 
stars in the sky—third in. order of brightness 
—but there are several comparatively faint 
stare which are nearer to us than some of 
the brightest stars. The explanation of this 
apparent paradox is, of course, that the stars 
are not all of the same size and intrinsic 
birghtness of surface; some are large bodies 
at a great distance from the earth, while 
others are comparatively small bodies, but 
much nearer to us. 

‘The bright star Capella forms a curious 
anomaly or paradox. Spectroscopic observa- 
tions show that it is a very close binary pair. 
It has been seen ‘elongated’ at the Green- 
wich observatory with the great 28-inch re- 
fractor—the work of Sir Howard Grubb—and 


the spectroscope and visual measurements In- | 


dicate that its mass is about eighteen times 
the sun’s mass. But its parallax shows that 
it is about 128 times birghter than the sun! 
This great brilliancy is inconsistent with the 
computed mass of the star, which would ind}- 
cate a much smaller brightness. The sun 
placed at the distance of Capella would shine 
as a ster of about 5% magnitude. As the 
spectrum of Capella Ciosely resembles the

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solar spectrum, the discrepancy between the 
computed and actual brightness cannot be 
explained satisfactorily, and the star re- 
mains an astronomical enigma. Another curi- 
Ous paradox connected with binary stars has 
recently come to light. For many years it 
Was almost taken for granted that the 
brighter star of_the pair has a larger mass 
than the fainter component. This was a 
natural conclusion, as both stars are prac- 
tically at the same @isfance from the earth. 
But it has been found recently that in some 
binary stare the fainter component has ac- 
tually the larger mass! Thus, in the binary 
star Epsilon Hydrae the ‘magnitudes’ of the 
components are three and six, indicating that 


the brighter star is about sixteen times 
brighter than the fainter component. Yet 
calculations by Lewis show that the fainter 
star has six times the mass of the brighter! 
And there are other similar cases. In fact, 
in these remarkable binary combinations of 
guns the fainter star is really the ‘primary,’ | 
and is, so far as mass is concerned, ‘the pre- 
dominant partner.’ This is a curious anoma- 
ly, and cannot be well explained in the pres- 
ent state of our knowledge of sidereal sys- 
tems. In the case of Alpha Centauri the 
masses of the components are about equal, 
wisile the erimary is about three times 
brighter than the companion. But here the 
| discrepancy is satisfactorily explained by the 
| difference in the charactr of their spectra. 
the brighter component having a spectrum 
of the solar type, while the fainter seems 
further advanced on the road of evolation. 
In the case of Sirius and its faint companion, 
the mass of the bright star os about twice 
the mass of the. satellite, while its light is 
about 40,000 times greater! Here the satel- 
lite is either a cooled-down sun, or, possibly, 
a gaseous nebula. There seems to be no- other 
explanation of this remarkable paradox.’’

Finally 
the county commisstoners grew suspicious, 
and it eventually developed that certain res!- 
dents of neighboring counties were taking 
advantage of Trego’s bounty law and were 
bringing scalps from as far away as 60 
miles. 

During the months of March, Ar g¥§ and 
May the total amount of bills allowed by the 
commissioners for rabbit scalpe was §568. In 
other words, Trego county killed 13,360 rab- 
bits during the three months.

British Wheat Prospecta. 

London, August 21.—The Times in its spe 
clal report on British growing crops says: 
‘Wheat has held its own over England, Scot- 
land and Wales since the publication of our 
report for. July 1 on the 12th ult. Not only 
so, but this is true generally as well as col- 
lectively. Further, if the four divisions of 
England are examined it will be seen that 
there has been a slight Improvement in each 
of them, with one slight exception. The 
crop promises to be an average one, although 
inferior by 6% points to the corresponding 
estimate of last year. and 8% points below 
the unusually full crop (100) of 1905. Con- 
sidering the~trying character of the season 
up to the middie of July, this is, to say the 
least, satisfactory; but, taken in connection 
with the bountiful character of the season as 
a whole, it is most welcome. On looking 
through the averages of each county, and, in 
the writer's case, through the individual re- 
ports from many hundreds of correspondents 
there are irregularities, but the fluctuation 
are less pronounced than usual.’’ 

First Bale of Cotton at Dublin. 
Dublin, Ga., August 21—(Specia!.)\—The first 
bale of cotton of the 1007 crop has reached 
the Dublin market. The cotton was raised 
by U. G. B. Hoga, of Hampton Mill district, 
and was first marketed at Dexter, Taylor & 
Methvin being the purchasers at 15 cents 
per pound. They shipped the cotton to the 
Georgia Warehouse and Compress Company, 
of this city, 15 cants again being the pur- 
chase price.

‘Quantitative estimates of the probable 
yield in various countries have been made by 
Broomball and Beerbohm:; these, while mak- 
ing pretense to no great accuracy, reflect 
current opinion on the general crop situation. 
Each of these estimates indicates a total de- 
rease of from to 400 million bushels 
low the record crops of last year.

FIFTEEN EARTHQUAKES A DAY. 


That Is the Average for This Shaky 
Terrestrial Ball. 
(From Discovery.) 

There are two principal classes of 
quakes; those which are of volcanic origin 
and those which arise from tectonic. or moun- 
tain building. movements of the earth's crust. 

The volcanic quakes, as the name implies, 
occur in districts of active volcanism and 
originate not far below the surface, probably 
at depths of less than two miles. 

Tectonic or dislocation earthquakes are 
practically confined to those portiors of the 
earth's crust which are atill undergoing 
changes. of elevation due to the action of 
mountain builldng forces. Such quakes are 
usually to be assigned to a deep-seated ori- 
gin, as compared with the volcanic quakes. 

They are characterized by an indefinite or 
linear centrum, a great radius of influence 
and by succeeding subordinate shocks, which 
sometimes recur for months or even years. 
The great destructive earthquakes which have 
occurred within the historic period have been 
assigned for the most part to this clase of 
quakes. 

Earthquakes are propagated by waves, which 
are @f four kinds: (1) Normal, tn which the 
vibrations are forward and back along radii 
emanating from the centrum of the quake; 
(2) transverse, in which the vibrations are 
perpendicular to the radii; (3) surface, in 
which the movement ts very siow, compara- 
tively speaking and its horizontal in charac- 
ter; (4) epifocal. Waves of the first three 
classes depend for their amplitude on the 
elasticity of the rocks through which they 
pass. They are seldom visible, though they 
are felt to a greater or less degree, and al- 
though they are propagated with different 
velocities they are not always distinguishable, 
even by ald of seismographs. 

The waves of the fourth class, the epifoce, 
are those which are conspicuous terrifying and 
destructive. They are caused when strong 
waves of the first classes pass from highly 
elastic rocks into adjacent almost inelastic 
soil and unconsdlidated sediments. These are 
the waves which eyewitnesses of great earth- 
quakes have described as causing the surface 
of the ground to rise and fal! like the bil- 
lows of the ocean, opening cracks in the 
crests and closing them again in the troughs 
are the motion passes along. 

The present period has been supposed by 
many, especially those not versed in geology, 
to be a season of rest in the action of earth 
building forces. This, however, is not the 
case. We know of a gentile upward movement 
movement of the éarth’s crust in the Houston 
bar region, tn New York, and the eastern 
great lakes, and of the subsidence of parts 
of the Atlantic coast and the elevation of 
other parts, but these are slow and their 
connection with earthquakes has not been 
established. Certain areas, however, present 
definite breaks in the rocks with surfaces 
polished or striated by friction, indicating an- 
cient movements which must have been ac- 
companied by great earthquakes. 

The frequency of earthquake shocks, con- 
sidering those of all amplitudes, is not gen- 
erally realized. The globe, indeed, may he 
said hardly ever to be free from seismic dis- 
turbances of some kind somewhere, for the 
average of all recorded shocks is more than 
fifteen a day, and the bare enumeration of 
those occurring in 1908 filis a book of 600 
tabulated pages. About sixty heavy shocks 
occur every year on an average. The Count 
de Montessus de Baliore has plotted upon 
maps of the hemisphere the positions of the 
150,784 independent quakes which had been 
recovered up to 8908. It was found by de 
Ballore that 96 per cent of all the recorded 
quakes hed occurred within the limits of 
certain well-defined zones, which are along 
lines where the crust is bent downward 
forming great troughs, though th® troughs are 
only to be recognized geologically; that is, by 
the relation of one rock strata to another, 
without reference to the surface tion

WHEAT JUMPED 
NEARLY 4 CENTS: 


Market Closed Strong and 
Excited, 


Wheat by the 
Advance—A 


Damage to Spring 
Frost Caused the 
Large Business Done—The 
Strong Cables Also 
Contributed. 


Chicago, August 2!.—Confirmation of 
the damage to spring wheat by frost, 
caused prices to advance on the ex-,; 
change today more than 3 cents above | 
the closing quatations of yesterday. 
At the close, September wheat was up 
3 1-8@3 3-4c. Corn was up ! |-8c. Oats 
showed a gain of 1|13-4c. Provisions 
were 5@7 |-2c higher. The wheat mar- 
ket opened active and strong on the 
cold weather reports from the north- 
west, and developed into a runaway 
affair that carried the prices of all 
deliveries more than 3 cents above the 
last quotations of yesterday. The ad- 
vance was attended by a large  in- 
crease in the volume of business, 
numerous buying orders pouring into 
the pit from outside traders. An 
active general demand was in evidence 
all day, and the selling was chiefly 
by holders. Other bullish factors were 
strong cables, a comparatively small 
increase in the world’s visible supply, 
and the strength of coarse grain. The 
market closed strong and excited, with 
prices near the top notch. September 
opened !-4@3-4c to 3-8 to I-2c higher 
at 87 to 87 1-8c, advanced to 90 and 
closed at 89 7-8c. 

The world’s visible supplies, as 
shown by the Bradstreets, increased 
782,000 bushels, against an increase of 
3,694,000 bushels on the same date 
last year. Primary receipts and clear- 
ances were not available. 

Corn prices advanced sharply on an 
active general demand, which was 
based upon the packwardness of th’ 
crop and a fear of early frost. Leading 
bulls sold freely on the advance. Sép- 
tember opened 5-8@7-8c higher at 
561-8 to 571-8, advanced to 583-8 
and closed.strong at 57 3-4c. All high 
prices recorded for the season were 
smashed in the oats pit when the Sep- 
tember delivery touched $0c, December 
49 |1-8c. The sharp ad- 
vance was caused by the cold weather, 
small receipts, light stocks, and the 
upturn in wheat. Contract stocks of 
eats in public warehouses are said to 
be less than 20,000 bushels, and the 
current arrivals are grading very low. 
The demand for cash oats was active 
at prices ranging from |! to 3c above 
the high price of yesterday. The mar- 
ket closed strong at almost the high- 
est point. September opened 3-8@! 3-8 
higher at 48 1-2@49 7-8c, sold at 50 and 
closed at 49 7-8c. Local receipts were 
14 cars. 

Trade in provisions was very quifet 
at the close. September pork was up 
5c at $15.80. Lard was up 6c at $8.90. 
Ribs were 71-2c higher at $8.57 |-2@ 
8.60.
